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Campus Safety

A disaster is something no 
one wants to have to encounter, 
however, a disaster is exactly 
what happened to Joseph Stay- 
man on the morning of May 3, 
1917, at Potomac State College. 

On that fateful morning, 
Jack Athey was working on 
plumbing in the hospital, cur- 
rently Catamount Place, when 
he looked up the hill and saw 
flames coming from the Prepa- 
ratory School on the hillside. 

The school building, now the 
Administration Building, had a 
short circuit in the electrical sys- 
tem which had caused a flame. 

Athey immediately ran 
to Davis Hall to Stayman, the 
dorm adviser, to inform him of 
the tragedy. Stayman woke the 
boys in the dormitory and they 
went to the pump house which 
is now Science Hall. The boys 
continued to throw water on the 
flames until the fire department 
came with their new fire truck. 
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The firemen did not yet 
understand how to use this 
machine and slowly worked at 
getting the hose to flow water. 
Meanwhile, the students and 
Stayman were busy running into 
the building to retrieve items 
that had not yet been destroyed 
by the fire. The boys were able 
to grab enough books, furniture 
and typewriters, which later 
helped rebuild the library, un- 
til they were forced to remain 
outside when the flames had 
engulfed the entrance of the 
school. 

The citizens waited for the

roof to collapse. They listened to 
the town’s sacred clock tower to 
see if they would hear it chime 
just one more time before the 
building collapsed. 

Finally, the clock struck five 
chimes at 5 a.m. — only to have 
the building collapse on the last 
chime. 

The school then had to 
make adjustments and depend 
on the community to help hold 
classes, house residents of the 
school, and to help rebuild the 
Preparatory School. They did 
this by posting advertisements 
in the local newspaper. 


Safewalk and SafeRide 
requests can be sent from the 
LiveSafe App inviting friends 
and family to view the user’s 
location on a map ensuring their 
safety during the walk or drive 
home. Safety departments can 
also be alerted to the user’s loca- 
tion via GPS in case of an emer- 
gency requiring aid. 

Livesafes main goals are to 
promote the safety of college 
campuses around the country 
and to prevent crimes before 
they occur. Safety tips are up- 
loaded daily to LiveSafe and con- 
tact information to local police 
agencies allows users to inquire 
about crime data in their area. 

Potomac State College in- 
vites all its students and faculty 
to download the free App, which 
can be obtained from either 
Google Play or the Apple App 
Store. 

Campus Police wishes to 
remind students to always lock 
your doors when leaving your 
rooms. Theft is a common oc- 
currence on campus and can be 
easily prevented by simply lock- 
ing your doors. If students walk 
at night, they should use the 
buddy system or LiveSafe. Both 
are simple and efficient mea- 
sures to promote one’s safety.

Dr. Adolph Brown, “the 
World’s Greatest Edu-tainer,” 
spoke to the students of Poto- 
mac State College Wednesday, 
September 9.

Brown wasn’t like most 
speakers that lose their audi- 
ence through their monotone 
speech. Instead, Brown kept his 
audience entertained by playing 
music and making jokes. When 
Ashanti Jones was trying to 
leave, Brown stopped him and 
started playing and dancing to 
“Baby Come Back” by Player. 

Jones was simply trying to 
take care of a nose bleed, but 
Brown gave advice on that as

well and excused the student to 
take care of the problem. 

Brown explained that people 
don’t come to college because 
they need to, but they come 
to college because they want 
to come.

(home) . . . like negative people 
and bad attitudes.”

“Imagine having the Naval 
Academy facing off against Poto- 
mac State College during home- 
coming week,” said Eric Slivoskey, 
a Physical Education Instructor at 
Potomac State. Slivoskey has an 
idea about bringing sprint football 
to Potomac State. “There are other 
types of programs that many people 
don’t know about. Sprint football is 
one,” said Slivoskey. 

Sprint football is played mostly 
on the east coast. Many Ivy League 
schools have sprint football teams 
(Cornell, Princeton, and Penn.) Sli- 
voskey believes that sprint football 
could be a great alternative for a 
small school like Potomac State. 

“The one big difference about 
sprint football is that there is a 
weight limit cap. There are many 
people here on campus that have 
been told that they are too small to 
play college football. Well, sprint 
football takes away that phrase,” 
said Slivoskey. 

Sprint football is governed 
by the Collegiate Spring Football 
League (CSFL). In order to be el- 
igible in the CSFL, players have to 
have a body weight of 165 pounds or 
less.

Potomac State College had a 
football team, but it was disbanded 
in the early 2000 ’s.
